Renters'  rebate 
should  be  paid 

;  The  Utah  state  government  has  provided  a  classic  example  of  how  not 
to  govern  in  its  on  again-off  again  tax  program. 

\  The  1979  Legislature  passed  what  was  then  considered  to  be  a  valid, 
Acceptable  tax  rebate  measure  for  businesses,  homeowners  and  renters. 
State  agencies  appropriately  went  about  the  task  of  preparing  to  carry 
but  the  program.  Several  thousand  $100  checks  had  even  been  mailed  to 
tenters  when  .Attorney  General  Robert  Hansen  “blew  the  whistle  and 
Stopped  the  train.”  Issuance  of  checks  was  halted  to  take  a  closer  look  at 
the  program.  Now,  suddenly,  they  say  the  measure  is  unconstitutional, 
seriously  flawed  and  drawing  non-existant.  money, from  state  coffers. 

Perhaps  it  is.  But  could  we  ask  one  question:  Why  weren’t  these 
elementary  things  determined  when  the  bill  was  first  analyzed,  passed, 
or  even  in  the  several  months  before  checks  actually  started  going  out? 

;  This  type  of  a  problem  is  not  new.  Over  the  past  few  years,  legal 
challenges  to  passed  legislation,  for  various  reasons,  point  up  serious 
Shortcomings  in  legal  analysis  and  knowledge  of  legislative,  procedure. 

J  The  state  stands  to  lose  more  than  thousands  of  $100  checks.  Citizens’ 
confidence  in  a  fair  and  efficient  government,  often  more  valuable  in  the 
long  run,  may  be  seriously  damaged. 

;  We  feel  the  state  should  be  held  responsible  for  its  error,  and  finish 
paying  the  checks.  Perhaps  then  more  caution  will  be  exercised  in  the 
future.  □
